Charity box burglars caught on CCTV stealing from salon 


Burglars have been caught on CCTV 
stealing thousands of pounds worth 
of equipment and money from a 
hair salon last week. 

Hair Xcel in Claremont Road was 
ransacked in the early hours of Sun¬ 
day of about £3,000-worth of equip¬ 
ment including an iPad, three hair 
straighteners and money. 

A charity box collecting 
for the Fircroft Trust, 
containing up to £40, was also stolen. 

Stylist Collette Watkins said: “I 
worked so hard to engage customers

and staff, plus my own tips, to help 
this local charity but just can’t be¬ 
lieve these people took the charity 
box with them.” 

Marco Rogers, Hair Xcel manager, 
discovered the break-in with his 
brother on Monday morning as they 
were scheduled to do a small film 
shoot for an advert. 

Mr Rogers said: “All the money 
from the till was taken, even the 


pennies, the charity box from the 
Fircroft Trust, the safe with 
everything attached to it.” 

He said the strong lighting in the 
salon made the CCTV footage very 
clear. It was handed over to police 
who are investigating. 

The footage shows two men wear¬ 
ing protective gloves. They are be¬ 
lieved to have climbed in through a 
window over the salon door. 

Mr Rogers said: “I was a bit more 
concerned and scared at the fact that 
this is a lovely area in Surbiton. 


“What I would say to the local busi¬ 
nesses is to lock up your shop and 
make sure you have good enough 
lighting so the faces show up on the 
CCTV. Do not have anything ever on 
show.” 

Village Pizza was also burgled in 
the early hours of Monday. The shop 
front window was smashed and the 
cash in the till was stolen. 

Kingston police said no arrests 
had been made and enquiries were 
ongoing but there was no evidence 
yet to link the crimes.

Three men who stalked security 
vans in a stolen car waiting for the 
perfect moment to grab cash boxes 
did not plan to use force, a jury has 
ruled. 

Girry Richardson, 20, Charlie 
Critchley, 19, and Nicholas George 
Carter, 20, were rammed off the road 
by armed police in New Malden on 
August 21, while planning a raid. 

They were cleared of conspiracy to 
rob by an Old Bailey jury last week. 
They will now be sentenced on their 
earlier guilty pleas to conspiracy to 
steal. 

Detective Constable Danny Watts 
from the flying squad said: “Their 
defence was always that they agreed 
that they were together in a stolen 
car, they were in possession of a GPS 
jammer and they were in possession 
of an industrial grinder. 

“But they were always going to get 
themselves into a position that if at 
any stage they saw a guard put the 
cash box down - they would snatch 
the box from the floor. The jury went 
along with that.” 

During the trial prosecutor Sam 
Brown said: “These defendants en¬ 
gaged in long and determined obser¬ 
vations. If the guard resisted, why 
would the defendants not use some 
force?”

loitering outside the William Hill 
bookies in High Street by Grafton 
Road, New Malden. 

The men were seen intently star¬ 
ing at a cash in transit van and were 
wearing hoodies and gloves in the 
summer. 

The trio began their journey in 
Surbiton and drove through Cheam, 
Morden and New Malden following 
vehicles belonging to security com¬ 
panies G4S or Loomis for more than 
five hours. 

Officers conducted a “hard stop” 
by ramming into their stolen black 
Nissan Juke in Burlington Road, 
New Malden On the afternoon of Au¬ 
gust 21. 

In the drama a packed 131 bus full 
of passengers and a silver BMW car 
was hit. 

At the time Candice Nicoll, 28, who 
was travelling to Raynes Park on the 
top deck of the bus, said: “We felt the 
bus get hit. Then everyone was 
screaming. There were so many 
guns. We just ducked in case any 
shots were fired. It was just chaotic.” 

Richardson, of the Hollands, 
Worcester Park, Critchley, of St 
George’s Gardens, Surbiton, and 
Carter, from Chingford, will be 
sentenced at the Old Bailey 
on March 8.

South West Trains and Network 
Rail have apologised for the poor 
winter service ahead of a meeting 
to discuss improvements at Sur¬ 
biton station. 

But the train operator has 
promised extra seats, more coach¬ 
es and longer trains starting to ar¬ 
rive this summer. 

An independent report released 
last week criticised Network Rail 
for failing to deal with snowfall 
and heavy rain on London and 
south-east lines. 

The Office of Rail Regulation 
(ORR) criticised train punctuality 
in London as falling “even lower 
than thought previously”, between 
October 14 last year and 
January 5. 

London lines are predicted to fall

1 per cent short of their punctuali¬ 
ty target of 93 per cent, by the end 
of March 2014. 

The ORR report said that across 
the UK passengers had suffered 
from some substantial over-runs 
of engineering works over Christ¬ 
mas due to poor management and 
“several instances of basic opera¬ 
tional planning mistakes causing 
delays”. 

A spokeswoman for the South 
West Trains and Network Rail Al¬ 
liance said more coaches and 
longer trains would arrive this 
summer as part of an extra 115,000 
peak morning hour seats to be 
provided across London by 2019. 


She said: “We apologise to our 
passengers for some of the recent 
issues they have experienced.” 

Karen George, Conservative 
councillor for Berrylands, has ar¬ 
ranged a meeting with South West 
Trains and Network Rail to dis¬ 
cuss increasing the frequency of 
trains at Surbiton. 

She said: “They seem to be using 
the excuse a lot this year of over¬ 
running engineering works. The 
service this year is markedly 
worse than it was last year and we 
need to address these issues.” 

Despite the disruptions, overall 
satisfaction on the lines has 
reached an all-time high of 85 per 
cent, with passengers very or fair¬ 
ly satisfied with London and 
south-east operators.

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Christmas shopping 
arsonist pleads guilty

A man with mental health issues 
was discharged by care practi¬ 
tioners weeks before launching a 
series of arson attacks in 
Kingston, a court has heard. 

Barry Davies, 52, pleaded guilty 
to 11 counts of arson between De¬ 
cember 15 and December 18 last 
year, including seven in Kingston 
town centre. 

In each case, he entered a shop 
and torched an item of clothing 
using a lighter, causing chaos as 
Christmas shoppers were forced 
to evacuate the stores. 

At Kingston Crown Court on 
Friday, Michael Green, defend¬ 
ing, told Judge Richard Southwell 
his client had a background of 
mental health problems. 

He said Davies, of Roxborough 
Avenue, Isleworth, had been diag¬ 
nosed as bipolar in 2007, and sec¬ 
tioned under the Mental Health 
Act. 

He spent three months in a men¬ 
tal health facility. 

Mr Green said: “His home cir¬ 
cumstances are very difficult. His 
father is bed-ridden and has de¬ 
mentia, his mother is registered 
blind and his sister is an 
agoraphobic. 

“He is effectively a full-time 
carer for his family members.” 

Davies was on medication for 
his health problems, and had

been under the care of the West 
London Mental Health NHS 
Trust. 

Mr Green said: “The mental 
health team saw fit to discharge 
him from their care in November, 
leaving it up to him to decide 
when to take his medication.” 

On December 15, Davies set fire 
to clothes in Marks and Spencer 


and TK Maxx in Ealing. Over the 
next two days, he started fires in 
Sainsbury’s in Richmond and 
Debenhams in Wandsworth. 

On December 18, he travelled to 
Kingston, setting fire to garments 
in Reese, White Stuff, Monsoon, 
both Marks and Spencer stores, 
Gap and Superdry. 

The fires brought the town 
centre to a standstill, as both the 
Bentall Centre and M&S were 
evacuated. 

Davies appeared via video link 
from Wandsworth prison, where 
he has been in custody since his 
arrest. 

He spoke only to confirm his 
name and to enter his plea. 

A spokesman for West London 
Mental Health NHS trust said: 
“We cannot comment about the 
specific nature of an individual’s 
care. However, both care plan and 
discharge decisions are based on 
comprehensive clinical assess¬ 
ments, which include an assess¬ 
ment of risks, based on the 
presentation of the individual at 
that time.

A doctor’s surgery could be part of 
a development built on a Surbiton 
garage that has served residents 
for almost 50 years.

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GCSE re-mark rejected 


Students across the borough will 
be disappointed after a court re¬ 
jected a bid for GCSE grade bound¬ 
aries to be overturned. 

The controversy began after 
GCSE English results were said to 
be lower because of the changed 
grade boundaries implemented 
last summer. 

An alliance of schools, teaching 
unions and councils brought legal 
action against exam boards AQA 
and Edexcel, as well as exam regu¬ 
lator Ofqual, but it was dismissed 
in a High Court ruling last 
Wednesday. 

Had the action been successful, 
students across the UK could have 
had their English exams re¬ 
marked and potentially graded up, 
after more than 10,000 pupils 
missed out on a grade C.

Smith said: “The High Court’s de¬ 
cision is disappointing, but not en¬ 
tirely unexpected. 

“What all students, parents and 
teachers want as we move towards 
this summer’s exam season is a 
transparent and fair system of as¬ 
sessment. 

“This is a reasonable expectation 
for us to have and the exam 
boards and Ofqual have a clear 
responsibility to deliver on this 
expectation.” 

Chessington Councillor Patricia 
Bamford, lead member for chil¬ 
dren and young people, said: “It is 
unfair some students were pe¬ 
nalised for not taking their exams 
during a particular timescale. 

“Education should be graded on 


an even scale and when the mark¬ 
ing thresholds were changed in the 
middle of the academic year, some 
students were disadvantaged.” 

Youth Parliament MP, Georgia 
Bell, who is a year 11 student at 
Coombe Girls’ School, said: “It is 
quite disappointing for a lot of stu¬ 
dents who might have been quite 
stressed.” 

Last month when GCSE result 
tables were released by the Depart¬ 
ment for Education, Southborough 
High School showed the biggest 
drop in performance with GCSE 
performance down by 11 per cent 
from 2011. 

A Department for Education 
(DfE) spokeswoman said: “The 
judgement demonstrates overall 
Ofqual got it right last year. Atten¬ 
tion can now focus on reforming 
GCSEs for 2015.”

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Train users are tired 
of minding the gap 


Rail users have launched a peti¬ 
tion to get the notorious gap at 
Norbiton station fixed, after 
plans to extend the platform 
were announced. 

For years, commuters have 
complained about the distance 
between platform and carriage, 
with at least three reports of 
customers slipping down the gap 
and injuring themselves.

“We always welcome and take 
on board concerns and views of 
interested parties, but we have to 
make sure we deliver the best 
value railway we can, given the 
funding we have. 

“With the demand for rail high¬ 
er now than in any recent 
decade, we have a massive in¬ 
vestment programme to address 
the critical issues of capacity 
and performance, which is why 
the platform extensions are so 
necessary to enable longer 
trains to run.”

Lending a helping hand out of poverty

Short of cash and need a loan? 

Rarely a day goes by without 
most people hearing or read¬ 
ing these sort of offers. 

In this age of belt-tightening 
and cutbacks, the promise of 
quick-fix payday loans is ev¬ 
erywhere - on television, 
radio, billboards, newspapers 
and the internet. 

Many people, in a rush to 
pay off bills, credit cards, rent 
or mortgages, have been 
tempted by the offer of instant 
cash as a way of solving short¬ 
term money problems. 

But by doing so, some have 
only exacerbated their situa¬ 
tion - the lenders’ crippling in¬ 
terest rates leaving them 
in even greater debt than 
before. 

And that is why Michael 
Green, from Kingston Savers, 
is keen to offer an alternative. 

Kingston Savers was set up 
in April 2012 after credit union 
SurreySave, itself established 
only months previously, was 
granted permission by the Fi¬ 
nancial Services Authority 
(FSA) to extend its remit into 
the borough. 

Like all credit unions, it of¬ 
fers its members affordable 
loans and a competitive rate of 


love klnqston 

interest on savings, as well as 
free life insurance and loan 
protection cover. 

Unlike banks and payday 
lenders, it does not impose 
penalties on those who pay 
their loan back early, and all 
members’ deposits are pro¬ 
tected under the FSA’s Com¬ 
pensation Scheme. 

Mr Green has spent years 
trying to set up a credit union 
in Kingston, and now that it is 
here, its importance cannot be 
overstated. 

He said: “Kingston is not 100 
per cent affluent with no is¬ 
sues. There are serious issues 
around poverty. 

“The last five years has real¬ 
ly motivated people to make 
sure we don’t miss out on 
credit unions. 

“Kingston Voluntary Action 
has wanted to add a credit 
union to Kingston’s voluntary 
sector for 20 years, but the 
process has been difficult. 

“It was only possible 
through a combination of leg¬ 
islative change, the help of 
Kingston Council, the finan¬ 
cial and economic situation 
and volunteers, particularly 
Max Freedman, Nick Kilby, 
Rob Lee and Adrian McKeon.” 


Kingston Savers has secured 
enough funding from 
Kingston Council for the next 
three years, but is keen to at¬ 
tract more members in order 
to continue helping those 


in need of financial help. 

Mr Green said: “If they are 
in need and can show they can 
sustain their repayments on a 
loan from the credit union, it 
is clearly a much more 


sustainable product for them 
than a payday loan or 
doorstep lending. 

“There is enough research 
and anecdotal evidence to sug¬ 
gest payday loans and 


doorstep lending is not a 
panacea. We do not apologise 
for the fact that if we can 
make the numbers of legal 
loan sharks and payday loan 
companies in Kingston de¬ 
cline we are doing our job.” 

So far, Kingston Savers’ 
members include Kingston 
and Surbiton MP Edward 
Davey and Richmond and 
Kingston MP Zac Goldsmith. 

Mr Green said: “We need 
people who are happy to save 
and want to get more in tune 
with the habit of saving, for 
philosophical and philan¬ 
thropic reasons. And those are 
as good a reasons as any.”

(A&E) waiting times at 
Kingston Hospital rose only 
slightly last year as spending 
cuts bit. 

The department has only 
missed its monthly target of 
treating 95 per cent of pa¬ 
tients within four hours once 
in the last two years. 

Hospitals across the country 
have to save £20bn by 2015. 

A&E staff see about 8,700 
people every month - nearly 
300 a day - and 2,500 more peo¬ 
ple visited the department in 
2012 compared with 2011. 

The proportion of patients 
seen within four hours 
dropped from 97 to 96 per cent 
in the same period.

Epsom and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling welcomed the move. 

About 150 campaigners 
marched from Norbiton sta¬ 
tion to Kingston Guildhall on 
Saturday, February 16, to 
protest cuts to the health 
service.

Key factors to remember 


Buyers advised to take account of seven point checklist 


With the number of house 
hunters on the rise, estate 
agents are advising 

prospective buyers of to take 

account of key long-term 
considerations before buying 
a home. 

Latest figures from the 
National Association of 

Estate Agents (NAEA) show 
that the number of house 
hunters registered per 

member branch is increasing, 
while data from the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders revealed 
the number of first time 
buyers is also at a five-year 
high. 

Mark Hayward, President of 
the NAEA, said: “It is 
important for those who 
haven’t been through the 
process before or are 
returning to the market to 
take into account a number of 
factors before buying a 
property. 

“Issues like access to the 
property and shared 
boundaries can sometimes be 
a source of friction. But if you 
know your rights and 


responsibilities before 

moving in, there is less 
chance of problems arising.” 

The NAEA has the following 
seven-point checklist: 

Leasehold vs Freehold - 
There are two main types of 
property ownership in the UK 
and you should always check 
which applies to the home 
you’re buying. Leasehold 
means you effectively own the 
land on which the property is 
located for a defined period of 
time; extending this can incur 
a substantial fee. For this 
reason knowing the length of 
time remaining should be a 
key consideration. Freehold 
is more straightforward, 
although the details of the 
deed should always be 
checked over by a solicitor. 

Access - Never assume you 
have automatic access rights 
to a property. Be sure to check 
this before you buy. Relying 
on a neighbour’s goodwill for 
access via a shared drive, for 
example, can be risky. If 
circumstances change you 
could be left in a difficult 


situation. 

Boundaries - A property’s 
legal boundaries may not be 
listed on the title deed. While 
physical boundaries (such as 
a fence or hedge) appear more 
obvious it is always worth 
consulting with your estate 
agent at viewing stage to 
ensure there is no confusion. 
Remember, you will be 
responsible for any trees or 
plants on your property that 
hang across boundaries. 

What’s listed? - Although 
listed buildings are a fairly 
well-known phenomenon, 
their restrictions can be 
complex, therefore it pays to 
check what the listing covers. 
For example, the status of 
features like fireplaces and 
windows should be checked 
before refurbishment. 

Planning Permission - 
Just because an extension or 
loft conversion looks the part, 
it doesn’t necessarily mean it 
has planning consent. Always 
check that any additions to 
the property have full written 
planning permission, 


otherwise you could be left 
with the cost and 
responsibility of reverting the 
property back to its original 
state. 

Block Parties - If you live 
in a shared block it can be 
managed in different ways, 
and this should be something 
the selling agent can clarify. 
On occasion, a block may be 
managed by an external 
agent, or the other 
leaseholders may have taken 
on management 

responsibilities as a group 
(‘Right to Manage’). In both 
cases it is prudent to establish 
in advance what this means 
for you, both in terms of fees 
and responsibilities. 

Future gazing - Remember 
to ask your agent if they are 
aware of any planned 
developments in the vicinity 
of the property. Under the 
revised consumer protection 
regulations, agents have an 
obligation to declare any 
information that consumers 
need in order to make 
informed decisions.

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‘Headphones should be banned’ 


The vast majority of UK 
adults (83 per cent) would 
like to see wearing head¬ 
phones while driving made 
illegal, according to a new 
research from the UK’s 
biggest car leasing company, 
ContractHireAndLeasing. 
com. 

At the moment, there is no 
direct law that says drivers 
cannot use headphones 
behind the wheel, although 
Rule 148 of the Highway Code 
does state that drivers should 
avoid distractions ‘such as 
loud music’. As such, in the 
event of a collision, using 
headphones to listen to music 
could potentially be taken 
into account as evidence that 
you were driving without due 
care and attention. 

While it remains a grey 
area in the law, it is clear that 
the majority of us dislike

other motorists using 
headphones. 

In a survey of more than 
2,000 UK residents, it was the 
older generations which most 
appear to find this behaviour 
unacceptable. 

In particular, those aged 
over 45 felt strongly that 
headphone use behind the 
wheel should be outlawed, 
with 88 per cent saying they 
‘strongly agree’ that it 
should, rising to 91 per cent 
for the 65 and overs. 

This contrasts with the 
youngest age group, perhaps 
a group among the most 
likely to be tempted to use 
headphones, where only 
38 per cent ‘strongly agree’ 
with the idea of a ban. 


Likewise, the 25-34 age 
group was the most likely to 
strongly disagree with a ban, 
taking a 15 per cent share of 
their vote, while only four per 
cent of the 65+ age group said 


they strongly disagreed with 
a ban. The rural South West 
was the region where drivers 
most supported a ban, with 62 
per cent strongly agreeing to 
a ban compared to 


Humberside, where just 45 
per cent felt the same. 

It would appear that the 
majority of motorists think 
that using headphones while 
driving amounts to an 
unnecessary risk and 
distraction. 

Drivers using headphones 
to listen to music must also 
be careful not to hold any 
music playing device (phone 
or MP3 player for example) 
or be seen to take their eyes 
off the road to select a track. 

In these situations, the 
argument that the behaviour 
is careless, gets stronger. 

With a phone that plays 
music, there is also the 
chance you could be fined for 
using a mobile phone even if 


you weren’t making a call. 

“While not strictly illegal, 
using headphones is probably 
even worse than playing loud 
music in your car,” says the 
ContractHireAndLeasing. 
corn’s marketing manager, 
Richard Lawton. 

“As well as the music being 
distracting, the headphones 
work like earplugs and block 
out the noises from the road 
around you - that could be 
the screech of tyres warning 
you of a potential collision, 
or the sirens of an emergency 
vehicle trying to get past. 

“We would like to see the 
government bring in a clear 
ban as an unnecessary risk is 
being taken when drivers 
plug-in and drive,” he added.
